• Coordinate deliveries at Virtual Supermarket Sites 
• Work on developing new Sites 
• Work with Health Department and its partners are more effective means of 

marketing the Virtual Supermarket 
• Collect data concerning orders/delivery at sites.    
• Write grant proposals to secure future funding.
